Still think you look pretty cool with your cigarette? And I'm not just talking about animal tests, 
where thousands of beagles (the dog breed) are forced to inhale toxic shit day by day until 
they painfully die, just so that you are able to smoke a little longer until you die from it as well 
(long time addicts are way more profitable). There are also some animal ingredients in 
your cigarettes (and I don't mean the mouse that possibly ran over the tobacco field while 
being harve sted). They use hemoglobin (from pig blood) in the filters to drain pollutants. 

And that's not even the only negative (un-vegan) side effect about them. The filter substance 
cannot be digested. So if you throw them on the ground and animals eat them (lots of animals 
get attracted by the smell of burnt tobacco), they can't get rid of them anymore and the filters 
accumulate in their stomachs until they literally starve (because they have no place for digestible 
food anymore).
